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Seorron 1. That Samuel Stanchfield, Henry T. Wells, William R. corporate Gom-

Marshall, Dorillus Morrison, Joe! Bassett, Willam Hanson, Samuel B,
Olmstead, John Rollins, William Freeborn and Isaac Staples, and their
associates, successors and assigns, be and they are hereby constituted a
bedy oz?orata and politic for the purposes hereinafier mentioned, by ths
name of the “Lake Pepin Boom Company,” for the period of n
{:an, and by that name, they and their snccessors shall be, and they are

reby made capable in law to contract and be contracted with, sue and
be sued, plead and be impleaded, prosecuts and defend, answer and be
apswered, in any court of record or elsewhere, and to purchass and hold
any estate, real, personal or mixed, so far as the same may be to
carry on the legitimate business of said company hereinafter prescribed, or
to secure the payment of any debts that may be owing thereto, and the
same to grant, sell, lease, mortgage or otherwise dispose of, for the benefit

of said company; to devise and keep a common seal, to make and enforce
any by-laws not contrary to the costitution and laws of the Uniled States
or of this Territory, and to enjoy all the privileges, franchises and immuni-
ities incident to a corporation.

Capltal stock. Bee. 2. The capital stock of said company shall be fifteen thousand
dollars in shares of one bundred dollars each; and the board of directors
ghall have power at any time whenover & wajority in value of the stock-
holders shall deem the same advisable to increase the nmmber of shares to
sn amount not exceeding in the whole twenty-five thousand dollare. And
the stockholdera shall be individually liable gn: the debts of said company.

boom to collect his or their own logs or timber at any poiut above the said
town of Red Wing. Provided also, That no right herein granted shall
interfere with the construction or maintaining of any boom that may here-
after be authorized by tha Legislature to be constructed at or above Red
Wing. But any boom company so authorized to conatruct any such boom
shall pay to the company hereby erented, such reasonable compensation for
any improvements made under the provisions of this act, and which may
be used by said company hereafter to be created, as may be agroed upon
by the parties, or may be awarded as provided in the third clause of this
section.

And the said boom company shall have the right to and re
with teams or otherwize to np:d from the various pﬁmes le):: the boo
booms contemplated by this act are to be, or shall have been located or
constructed, and to oceupy all land nececessary for locating or constructi
any of maid booms; and whenever any individual or individuals shall suffer
loss or damage by such taking, using or occupying, the said company shall
make just compensation for the eame; and whenever there shall arise any
dispute or disegreement between the parties aforesaid, as to the amount of
ml;g damages, the question shall be referred to three disinterested persons,
ona of whom shall be chosen by each of the parties aforesaid, and the
third by the two thus chosen, if the parties themselves cannot agree upon
such third referee, and the decision of such referees shall be fin

Szc. 12. The said company shall raft ovi the logs and timber accord.
ing to their several marks, and shnll raft ench mark separately, with lines
and wedges, or with binders, and in such quantities together as the sai.d
company shall select, and shall deliver the same to the several ownerms
thereof at or near the foot of said boom: Provided, That the said boom
company shall not be obliged to retain any logs or timber at the foot of
said boom for a Jonger pericd than three days, after notice has been given
to the owner or owners of such log or timber, or hiz or their agents, that
such logs or timber are ready for delivery: _And provided also, That the
said company may rafi in strings or rafts for runping down the Mississippi
river l.holi:gns or other timber belonginging to any person or persons for such
compensation as may be agreed upon by the parties, and if the rafts or
etrings so rafted are not taken away within five days of the time when the
owner or owners shall have been notified that said rafis or strings are
ready for delivery, then the said company may carefully drop the eaid
rafts or strings and make the same fast at some point below the boom, at
the expense and rigk of the owner or owners of said rafts or strings.

8Seo. 18. The said cornpany may demand, and shall receive, and are
hereby authorized to collect tho sumn of fifty cents per thousand feet for
every thousand feet of logs or timber sorted out and rafted for delivery aa
aforesaid, at or near the foot of said boom, exclusive of the charge for
scalage of such logs or timber, and for all logs sorted out, rafted and de-
livered as aforesaid, at any cI:m'nt. below or near the foot of said boom, as
the owner or owners of #aid logs may direct.

Provided, That if any l%guor timber shall not be taken away from the foot
of ssid boom, within the five days mentioned in section twellth of this act,

and the owner or owners of such logs or timber shall not direct the boom
company, within the said five days, at which point the same are to be
delivered, then the said boom company are zuthorized to secure such

or timber at any eonvenient point on the said river below and within five
miles of the foot of said boom, and to demand and receive and to collect
therefor such compensation os shall be just and reasonable. Provided,
That rafia of sawed lumber or of loga which may by accident float into
said boom shail only be charged with such reasonable compensation as wiil
jndemnify the said company for the safe delivery thereof.

8zo. 14. The said boom company may at the request of the owner
or owners of any logs or timber in sa1d boom or booms, turn out such logs
or timber locse, without rafting, and for the boomage of such logs or
timber so turned out, the said boom company shall receive and are hereby
authorized by law to collect twenty-five cents per thousand fees for avery
thoussnd feet so turned out, exclusive of scalengo: Provided, That the
owner or owners of such logs shall request in writing, that said ln%: or
timber be so turned out, and the said boom company shall not be held
accountable for the loss of any logs or other timber resulting from the so
turning out of said logs or other timber.

Szc. 15. The said boom eomﬁny shall so construct the said boom or
booms a8 to give passage in the channel of the river to any raft running
down the said Mississippi river, and to all boats or other water craft what-
ever, running either up or down the said river, without any let, hindrance
or delay by reason or on secount of eaid boom.

Sxo. 28. Tho charges for scaleage and the boom chu%ea aforesaid shall
be deemed due and shall be paid to the eaid company when the eaid
are scaled and ready for delivery as aforesnid, and the said company shall
be responsible to the surveyor for the scaling of such logs or timber,

Bzo. 17. All logs or other timber passing through said boom ehall be
scaled by the Surveyor General in the district in which the said boom
shall be situated, or by his deputy, or when there is no Surveyor General
in said district, by soma competent person, to be selected by said company;
and the said logs or timber shall be computed according to the pine scale
authorized by law for the time being, and the boom charges authorized by
this act ahall be made according to scale, and the said company shall have
power and are hereby authorized to cause logs or timber of each mark
anfficient 1o cover the amount of boomage, ard rafting due on soch
mark, computing said logs so scaled at the market price per thousand feet,
to be scaled to the said boom company on the delivery of each raft or
string of logs rafted permancatly by said boom company, or on each and
overy Saturday, for logs delivered in lines and wedges, or otherwise tem-
